Famed Explorers 


Col. R. C. Moody, commander of the 
Royal Engineers on the lower mainland in 
the 1850s, looks out from another part of the 
building. He planned the Cariboo Road and 
selected New Westminster as capital of the 
early colony. 

Close by is David Thompson, fur trader 
and © in the Kootenay country in 
1812 He descended the Columbia River 
from its source to its mouth. 

Other explorers include Simon Fraser 
who navigated the mighty river bearing his 
name in 1808 and established the first trad- 
ine—posts,and-—Alexander Mackenzie, first 
white man to travel across countfy to the 
Pacific Coast. 

Sir James Douglas, ‘founder of Fort Vic- 
toria in 1843, proudly gazes out from a niche 
facing toward the Olympic moutitains. Two

Sebastian Helmcken, pioneer surgeon who 
arrived at Fort Victoria in 1850.

Picked up after being ma- 
rooned for more — than -100 
hours on Hog Sty Reef, off 
the Bahamas, were Fergus 
Walker, whose parents live at 
138 St. Giles Street, and his 
American partner Stanford 
Smith, San Diego, Calif. 

Their 45-foot ketch-rigged 
yacht, Poseidon, was reported 
by the Soviet news agency 
Tass-to-have collided with an 
unknown vessel and- sank. 

The pair took to the yacht’s 
dinghy and found a tiny strip 
of dry land on the reef.

They 
will be put ashore in Cuba, 

The. Russian governmeént 
hewspaper Izvestia sald the 
two men watched several 
ships appear and disappear on 
the horizon since their boat 
sank Friday.

LIVED IN KITCHENER'S HEADQUARTERS 


HER ‘FAMILY’ CAME IN HUNDREDS 


By PAT DUFOUR 

When Victoria children start 
yut on their Halloween project 
of collecting donations for the 
“Save the Children Fund,” 
they’ll find-a ready subscriber 
in Miss Ethel Girling Clark. 

Her interest in the “forgot- 
ten children” of the-world be- 

. gan as far back as 1820, Then, 
the fund was called “The 
Lord Mayor's Fund.” 

Miss Clark had just com- 
pleted three years’ service as 
a VAD with the Red Cross, 
paying her way over to Eng- 
Jand to join up and serve in 
English, French and German 
hospitals. 

You'd think by this time that 
Miss Clark would be willing to 
write "30" to her overseas 
work and return to Victoria 
to rest on her laurels. 

Not Miss Clark! She set, out 
on an assignment that would 


The fund at that time had 
just created the Polymedia 
Camp in Cyprus, It was.a col- 
leetion of huts—the remains 
of Kitchener’s headquarters 
during the Sudan war. It's 
purpose was to provide shelter 
for nearly 700 Armenian refu- 
gee children, aged from three 
to 16. =e 

Miss Clark remembers: 
“Most of the children. were 
covered with scabies and ma- 
laria was rampant.” 

She attributes her copquest 
of malaria to “good Canadian 
common sense.” 

The camp was based ont hilly 
ground, pitted with hollows, 
each tuli of. stagnant water. 
Miss Clark immediately set a 
24-hour duty whereby each 
poot on the 4@-acre lot was 
treated with coal oil. She also 
manufactured her own 
“sraudge pots’ to help com- 


With grim tenacity, she also 
contrived to rid the camp of 
scabies. She admits that it 
took nearly 244 years to clean 
up that particular problem. 

“I found when 1 arrived at 
the camp that the laundry 
situation was impossible. Soap 
was scarce and expensive. 

“I decided to make my own, 
cooking up huge tubs of lard 
and sulphur. The British army 
sent me down a big boiler 
and soon we-had a first-class 
laundry in action!” 

Under her guidance, the 
camp was soon self-sufficient. 
Apart from their straw hats, 
which were made in a neigh- 
boring village, every stitch of 
clothing the children wore was 
made in the camp. 

“I bought buge bolts of 
khaki cloth from the war sur-

Alaska to Mexico 
Diversion Scheme 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—A U.S. Senate ‘report in- 
dicated_a hard look will be taken at- a bold proposal 
for an $80 billion project to carry water from the Yukon 


River in Alaska as far south as Mexico. 


The re released by the special U.S. subcom- 
mittee on Western water development, said the $30 
billion plan might provide twice as much water for the 
arid west as a $60 billion program carried out on a 
project-by-project basis. 

Sen. Frank E. Moss (Dem.-Utah), chairman of the special 
subcommittee, said he already had asked U.S. Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk to urge Canada to join in further study of 
the huge project. 

The proposal to carry water from Alaskan and northern 
Canadian rivers to Mexico and to dig a canal from British 
Columbia to Lake Superior was advanced by the Ralph M, 
Parsens Co., Los Angeles. The special subcommittee was 
created-_to-determine-whether the proposal merits a full-scale 
feasibility study by the government. 

The committee's first report was on an inventory of both 
federal and non-federal water projects already in existence 
or proposed. Such projects, the report said, would store 28 
billion acre-feet of water and produce 209 million kilowatts 
at a cost of about $40 billion, 

The Parsons plan was expected to provide 4.3 billion acre- 
feet of water storage and about 100 million kilowatts of power 
at a cost of $8 billion. 

The plan, called the North American Water and Power 
Alliance (NAWAPA), envisions a system to divert water from 
Alaska and Canada through a system of tunnels, reservoirs 
and lifts.
